Your 
correspondent had hardly entered the hall 
when from the sick chamber

Bound of weeping women, aud a moment 
later Drs. Itains and Steiner and announc- 
ed that the Governor was dying. 
Around 
the bed was gathered a small group com- 
posed of the Governor's 
nephew, 
Mr. 
John Stephens, his wife and daughter, a 
few other relatives, andUrs. Rams, Miller 
and Steiner. The patient lay as if in deep 
sleep, but the breathing told that the white 
hand oi death was upon the frail 
frame. 


The sad news went forth, and ere long peo- 
ple with anxious faces began moving 
in. 
No one was denied 
admission, 
and 
the little groups 
softly 
entered 
the last room at the lower end of the bull, 
and stood for a few minutes about the bed 
in the corner to look upon the Governor as 
lie Iny with his right hand upon his breast 
uud his left beneath the coverlid. 
'Hie 


beating of his pulse was very faint, and 
his extremities were growing ley. and as 
the death lamp shone upon the cold brow 
he seemed to suffer no pain, and the lips 
gave no sign of speech and the mind w;is 
wholly gone. At 12 o'clock the breathing 
grew feebler, and one o£ the doctors said: 
"In an hour will come flic end." At'.1 
o'clock a mustard plaster 
wus placed 


around his wrists, and when removed the 
inflammation showed there was little life 
left. 
At 2:30 the extremities turned 


purple. 


THE ENl> WAS 1)HAWING NEAB. 
The lattle in the throat was gone. There 
was no gasping, but tho great man laid like 
a child asleep. As Dr. Miller held the 
wrist, there was but the faintest flutter of 
the pulse. Friends and relatives pressed 
closer about the bed. 
I»r. Steiner lifted 


the wrist and bent over tho bed. The bond 
was turned away a little to the right. The 
face was pallid but peaceful. The doctor 
raised his head and turned away. Tin; 
great man was dead. .So softly had his 
spirit winged its flight that the watchers 
hardly 
knew it. There were 
no lasl 


words. 
The doctors all agree that IIP died of ner- 


vous prostration, brought on by excessive 
work and discharging the arduous duties ol 
bis office. 
The body was clothed In a plain black 
suits with "boots on and laid in the blue 
parlor upon a lounge. 
Hundreds viewed 
it there Sunday.

where it will lie in state until

THE LAND OF PLiOWEBS. 


Interesting Items from Florida—(Jost of 


Living There. 


The following interesting statements 


are taken from a letter written by Uncle 
David Espy at St. Augustine, Florida, on 
Feb. 28th, directed to his brother, Mr. 
Josiah Espy, of this city: "I am glad to 
say health is improving. This is a most 
delightful climate. Whilst you were hav- 
ing snow storms, ice and floods north, we 
had May and June weather. Tuesday of 
this week the thermometer was at 50 de- 
grees; this morning at 46 degrees, at 
noon to-day at 68. Back of this for over 
five weeks it was not below 60 at any 
time; several days as high as 80. Lots 
of summer hats and coats worn, and some 
ladies in white dresses. Vegetation has 
been coming on wonderfully. The mar- 
ket is well supplied with cabbage, tur- 
nips, beets, radishes, peas, &c. Green 
beans and ripe tomatoes are brought from 
further south. I have seen potatoes in 
blossom, sweet potatoes growing, corn 
six inches high, and so many beautiful 
roses of all shades and colors. I do wish 
you could all see them. Many of the 
oraage trees are now out in bloom. The 
bloom is a milk-white—very sweet per- 
fume. Most Kinds of marketing are high 
here, except oysters and fish. Butter is 
40 cents; eggs 40 to 50 cents; strawber- 
ries are down to 60 cents per quart, and 
all gobbled up soon for the visitors; su- 
gar about the same as in Decatur; mo- 
lasses aid coffee some cheaper; Irish 
potatoes §12 per bushel; sweet potatoes 75 
to 80 cents; tlour from $7 to $10 per bar- 
rel. The schools open at 9 o'clock, have 
a recess, and close for the day at 2 o'clock. 
'• * * Billy Eicholz, late of La Place, 
111., and a brother of Ed. Eieholz, has 
purchased 10 acres of land in the country 
and has put out 100 orange trees. He is 
getting ready to build a house."
